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Alumnus of the Month 


The subject of our sketch as the 
“Outstanding Alumnus for the 
Month” was born on the college 
campus November 2, 1868. We 
say college “campus, for since Au- 
burn has been a military school 
|the limits of the town have been 
ithe college campus, and all stu- 
dents of the college domiciled 
within the limits of the town 
have been subject to the military 
rules and regulations of the in- 
stitution; and in the early years 
of the history of the college all 
students residing in the town had 
to retire at taps every night and 
had to report for reveille at sun- 
rise every morning. Those were 
| ‘‘the good old days” when every 
| student had to obey the rules, or 
|else he had to do time marching 
| Saturday morning with a musket 
|on his shoulder. 


The subject of our’ sketch 
moved in his early childhood to 
Opelika and has lived in the vi- 
cinity of these twin cities and in 
the shadow of his Alma Mater 
for well over three quarters of a 
century. He entered the sopho- 
more class in college at sixteen 
in the Fall of 1885, and was grad- 
uated with highest honor in the 
Class of 1888 at the age of nine- 
teen. He was immediately elected 
by the Board of Trustees as As- 
sistant Professor of Natural His- 


| 


ford was foremost in all the ac- 
tivities of the student body. The 
record shows he was first honor 
man in his course. Samford was 
no less active in athletics and 
other activities of the college, 
having been Captain of the col- 
lege baseball team for four years. 

He received his B. S. Degree in 
1888; and received the Honorary 
Degree of LL.D., with General R. 
L. Bullard and Dr. Albert H. Col- 
lins in 1938. From now hence, 
therefore, we prefer to designate 
our subject by the title of ‘Doc- 
tor’; for while he is variously en- 
titled as mister, professor, colonel, 
judge, all of which he has earn- 
ed by right of service, he rightly 
appreciates above all the Honor- 
ary Degree conferred upon him 
by his Alma Mater after a life- 
time of service to his country, his 
state, his church and to the insti- 
tution he loves and serves so well, 

Dr. Samford has devoted some 
of the best thought and energy of 


his life to the building up of 
Auburn College, always watchful 
|of her interest, internally and ex- 
ternally. He served as President 
of the Alumni Association from 
| 1900-1905, resigning to continue 
‘his best efforts as a member of 
|the Board of Trustees for 37 
|years, which position he now 
jholds with a tenure until. 1951.

Auburn’s enrollment doub- 

led in 1945-46. The Spring 
Quarter of 1946 found Auburn 
with more students than ever 
before. 
Many of the 4324 students 
in school were veterans. Many 
of these brought their wives 
and children to Auburn to 
live. This doubled and tripled 
the housing problem on the 
Plain. 

Fifteen hundred more stu- 


dents applied for admission, 


and were refused because 
there were no rooms in Au- 
burns dorms and homes for 
them. 

But API was at work to con- 
quer the problem. 

Shortly after the end of the 
war, school officials applied 
for war surplus housing units. 

By January of this year 
75 prefabricated apartments 
were ready for student vet- 


eran families. Again Auburn 
was first. 


The college acquired 93 
Tugboat Cabins, “deckhouses,” 
from the Maritime Commis- 


sion. These have been erected | 


on the campus, and will house 
over 180 single men students 


next quarter. 


An athletic field on “Vet 
Hill” has been converted into 
a trailer camp. War surplus 
trailers, furnished, wiréd, and 
complete with water and heat- 
ing facilities, are occupied by 
veteran families. 

Some veterans, still un- 
housed, began to look for their 
own solutions to the problem. 
A few built low cost homes of 
their own. Some brought their 
own trailers to Auburn. 


Still others “commute” long 


distances, by car, by train, or 
by bus.

In April 1945, the Auburn 
Alumni Association was incorpo- 
rated.
